PREFACE 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen: 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  on  the  work  of  this  department  for  1973, 
which  will  be  the  final  report  before  reorganisation  of  local  government  taxes  place  o?i 
the  1st  April,  1974. 

Whilst  it  would  be  erroneous  to  attempt  to  convey  the  impression  that  Utopia  has 
been  attained  it  would  be  equally  incorrect  to  belittle  the  achievements  which  have  been 
made  during  the  Borough's  existence. 

As  far  as  this  department  is  concerned,  probably  the  most  striking  improvement 
over  the  last  few  years  has  been  in  the  field  of  housing.  This  has  been  a  continuing 
process  and  applications  for  improvement  grants  during  the  past  year  continued  to  be  re¬ 
ceived  at  approximately  the  same  rate  as  during  the  previous  two  years.  Unfortunately 
the  approval  of  a  proposal  to  improve  a  house  does  not  guarantee  that  the  work  will  be 
completed  and  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report  there  are  in  the  region  of  200  houses 
where  such  approval  has  been  given  but  the  work  has  not  yet  been  completed.  With  the 
demands  upon  the  local  building  industry  and  the  current  difficulties  in  obtaining 
supplies  it  seems  improbable  that  the  whole  of  these  200  will  be  completed  before  the 
22nd  June  1974  deadline  when  the  grant  reduces  to  50%  for  improvements  completed  sub¬ 
sequently. 

It  is  a  matter  of  some  personal  disappointment  that  all  the  houses  within  the 
Borough  will  not  be  provided  with  bathrooms  before  reorganisation  t akes  place.  Whilst 
the  percentage  of  such  houses  for  which  no  application  for  grant  has  been  made  is  com¬ 
paratively  small  and  the  reasons  why  certain  owners  and  occupiers  are  reluctant  ro  become 
involved  in  improvement  works  are  understandable,  the  absence  of  such  facilities  as  hot 
water  and  baths  can  only  render  life  in  these  dwellings  unnecessarily  difficult:. 

During  the  year  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  represent  only  two  houses  as 
being  unfit;  the  situation  has  now  been  reached  where  with  the  availability  of  the 
improvement  grant  the  borderline  between  houses  which  are  capable  of  repair  at  reasonab- 
expense  and  those  which  are  uneconomical  to  treat  in  this  manner  is  very  fine  indeed. 

The  refuse  collection  service  has  again  been  the  subject  of  a  certain  amount  of 
public  criticism.  This  arose  during  the  holiday  period  due  in  the  main  to  staffing 
difficulties.  The  holiday  period  coincided  with  full  employment  in  the  district  and 
obtaining  temporary  staff  to  assist  on  refuse  collection  proved  extremely  difficult.  If 
a  man  is  seeking  temporary  work  and  there  are  choices  available  then  handling  refuse  in 
all  weathers  is  likely  to  be  the  last  on  his  list. 

I  would  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  and  Sewage  Committee  for  their  help  find  understanding  during  the 
year,  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  officials  of  the  Council  for  their  advice  and 
assistance  and  finally  to  the  staff  of  this  department,  without  whose  loyal  assistance 
and  tactful  administration  of  their  duties,  it  would  have  been  impossible  to  carry  out 
the  work  of  the  department  during  the  past  years,
